The wholesale killing took piace at the 
home of R. L. Califf, one of the most 
prominent young men in the county, and 
he is numbered among the dead, while it is 
his wife whose death is momentarily ex- 
pected from a pistol shot wound received 
while a determined battle was in progress 
under her own roof.

Among 
the invited guests was Short- Griffin, a 
merchant here, and a young man of good 
family, generally known tkroughout the 
county. He has always been considered wild 
and somewhat dissipated, yot.not in the 
habit of attending social events while under 
the influence of liquor. Griffin was among 
the last of the guests who reached the 
home and it was not long iufter his ap- 
pearance that it was generaily observed he 
Was somewhat under tne inftuence of li- 
quor. No one paid any parucular atten- 
ton to him or his condition, however, as 
it was presumed that he wouid conduct 
lumseif property.

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TWENTY-TWO LIVES 
ARE LOST AT SEA 


Steamer Cleveland ‘a Total Wreck on 
West Coast of Vancouver, 


ALL PASSENGERS ARE MISSING 


Vessel. Broke Down at Mouth of Col- 
umbia River During a Storm. 


THE CREW MADE WAY IN SMALL BOATS 


None of the Men Who Left the Ship 
Have Since Been Heard 
From. 


as. to the fate of the overdue. steainer 
Cleveland, which sailed from this port De- 
cember 4th, for Seattle, was ended today 
by the receipt of a telegram from Captain 
Hall, master of the ship, to the owner, 
Captain Charles Nelson, of this city. 

From the rather indefinite details’ so far 
received it appears that the steamer is a 
total wreck on the west coast of Vancou- 
ver island in Barclay sound, twelve miles 
north of Cape Beale. 

The steamer broke down during a severe 
storm off the mouth of the Columbia river. 
Captain Hall tried to put into Puget sound, 
but the fury of the gale and rapidity of the 
current combined to make the vessel to- 
tally unmanageable and when she finally 
ran ashore on Barclay sound the panic 
stricken crew rushed for the boats. 

Despite the warning of Captain Hall, who 
advised the men to stick to the ship until 
she was beached, twenty-two men launch- 
ed and manned the small boats. None of 
these boats have as yet been heard from 
and it is feared they are lost, although it 
is possible they may have landed on the 
coast of Vancouver island at some remote 
point. The captain, chief engineer, purser, 
three sailors and one fireman, who re- 
mained on board the Cleveland, succeed- 
ed in reaching the shore safely. 

The only passengers on the ship were 
W. L. Deittrick and Frank Gerthan, who 
are among the missing. 

The vessel and cargo were valued at $75,- 
000, on which there is very little insurance. 

The Cleveland was built in 1865 and was 
formerly an Atlantic Liner, running be- 
tween Halifax and Queenstown, under the 
hame of Sirius. 


Victoria, B. C., December 15.—The gov- 
ernment steamer Quadra received instruc- 
tions today to coal in haste and proceed 
for the scene of the Cleveland isaster 
with a rescuing corps, to make diligent 
search for any trace of the missing pas- 
sengers and crew.

Ailanta Plan for Currency Reform: 
Indorsed by Financiers in a 
Harmonious Convention,

He Tells His Fellow Bankers the Gold 
Standard Will Not Do---Alarm 
Has Been Sounded, 


ALL AGREE ACTION 1S NECESSARY 


Mr. ‘Dodsworth Advocates an Elastic 
Currency—Messrs. Hoke Smith 
and Fowler Speak on the 
Same Line—Many Well-

One more plan of currency reform was. 
formulated yesterday and stamped with the; 
approval of the convention of bankers. 

It was a convention of southern bankers 
called by the Atlanta clearing house. The 
plan might be called the southern plan, but 
while it contemplates sl®h legislation as 
will especially help the westefn and south- 
ern states, it is also broad in scope and, 
there is nothing contemplated under it 
which would be burdensome to the bank- 
ers of the north and east. 

The convention was small in attendance, 
but there were gentlemen present of na- 
tional reputation. They agreed, all of 
them, that something ought to be done to 
change the financial laws so that first of 
all the southern states can have an elastic 
currency.

there ought to be more currency in cireulas:) | 
tion in the south and that the laws should: — 
be so framed that if bankers do not wish to. 
issue more than they have/they need not do 

it. Another idea which figured prominently 

was that banks should be allowed to loan 

money on cotton, pig iron and other com-— 
modities. 

The convention was a singh standard 
body, but there was one delegate who came 
out “bald-headed and bare-footed,” as.he 
expressed it for free silver. This was Mr. 
J. S. Carr, of North Carolina. He did not 
take any part iw the discussion until he 
was invited—after the. plan had been adopt- 
ed. While be was speaking he had the at- 
tention of his hearers and he gave them 
some good natured shots which they ac- 
cepted in the same spirit. 

There was no debate on the resolutions 
reported by the committee and they were 
adopted by unanimous vcte.’ In brief, they 
call on the government to go out of the 
banking business. "The resolutions con- 
template an increase in the amount of gold 
and silver in circulation with better bank- 
ing facilities for smill towns, all banks to 
be on the same footing under governmental 
control. 

In order to get a uniform banking system, 
it is proposed that the business men of 
every state should meet and agree upon 
financial and banking system which will 
bring prosperity and happidess to the na- 
tion. To secure this, it is suggested that 
banks with a capital of $25,000 and over be 
allowed to issue notes to circulate as money 
on commercial ass«ts. 

Mr. George R. DeSaussure, of Atlanta, is 
understood to be the author of the resolu- 
tions which were cdopted. He was the 
leading spirit in the convention as he was 
in having it assemble. 

Thirty-three bankers registered at the 
headquarters, room 1% of the Kimball 
house. In addition there were several At- 
lauta bankers present who did not register. 
It was not so large a meeting as was hoped 
for, but it was certainly harmonious. 

There was absolutely no contradiction of 
the assertion repeatedly made that so some- 
thing should be done, and that the people 
are demanding a remedy of some kind. 
The same report came frcm every state 
represented—tnat the people demand some 
relief, the present system being unsatis- 
factory. 3 

The purpose of the meeting was to devise 
some plan of reform and the result of the 
convention is a serics of suggestions for 
national legislation.

“We are here under a most perfect real- 
ization of the immense value «! cur mna- 
tional union to our individual and collec- 
tive happiness and that each year has dem- 
onstrated more forcibly the wisdom of that 
glorious patriot, George Washington, in 
urging upon our people the great import- 
ance of ever cherishing for it a cordial, 
habitual and immovable attachment. 

“The purpose of our meeting is to met 
business men of all sections in a spirit of 
harmony and reason and urge the seces- 
sity of a realization of the fact that the 
national prosperity demands tuch u read- 
justment of our financial system as wilt 
enable each section of our 29mmon courtry 
to -conduet its business under the natural 
laws of commerce wisely and ivstly regu- 
Jated by a strong and scientific federal ad- 
ministration. Henry W. Grady, the gc'den- 
tongued orator of Georgia, pleaded success- 
fully with his countrymen north and south, 
eash and west for a cessation of all sec- 
tional prejudice, hate and jealtousy—let our 
mission be the same. 

‘While we may differ widely as to our 
wants. let us all remember that the eyes 
of a nation are upon us and that ff our 
actions be wise and harmonious, a nation 
may be benefited. 

“fT urge upon you the importance of al- 
ways keeping fully in view the fect that 
the relief we are seeking is such as will 
best and most quickly alleviate the suffer- 
ings of the great masses of vur people who 
have patiently waited for the prosperity 
which should be theirs.” 

Rey. Albion W. Knight, rector cf St. 
Phillip’s, was invited to invoke the divine 
blessing on the proceedings and he prayed 
that the body might be guided by wisdom 
in its deliberations. 

Captain Davis Is Named. 

Captain R. J. Lowry nominated Captain 
John A. Davis, president of the Georgia 
Bankers’ Association, as chairman, and 
Captain Davis wus elected. Mr. Darwin 
Jones, manager of the Atlanta Clearing 
House Association, was elected secretary, 
and Mr. L. P. Hillyer, secretary of the 
State. association, was chosen assistant 
secretary, 

Captain Davis, in accepting the position, 
remarked that it came unsought, and he 
added that he didn’t know of any instance 
of an office seeking a man outside of an 
assaciation of bankers. In the course of 
his speech, the chairman said: 

“There are times in the history of nations 
when one question seems to be paramount 
to all others, and when upon its proper so- 
lution depends the best interest of the 
whole people. Such an issue, it seems to me, 
is now pweesented to the American people 
in what is known us the currency question, 
which overshadows in importance ali oth- 
ers. For its wise solution it invites the 
best patriotism and statesmanship of the 
whole land without regard to sectional] or 
party lines. 

‘The object of this convention ought to 
commend itself to all when I say it is to 
help, so far as it may be able, in this good 
work. Notwithstanding the necessity of a 
proper adjustment of our banking laws and 
currency system has for many years been 
apparent to all, yet: no practical legislation 
in this direction has been obtained. 

“Tt does seem that we have had great 
difficulty in securing either-federal or state 
action that would remedy the evils under 
which we suffer today and have suffered 
for some time in the past. 

“I think the difficulty is largely because 
our legislators, both federal and state, 
have neglected to receive suggestions or 
recommendations upon this subject from 
bankers or students of finance. 

“Tf this whole matter was left to a 
wise and select commission of bankers 
a solution of the problem would follow, 
but as the matter now stands we are kept 
On the defensive all the time and have our 
hends full in escaping either national finan- 
cial heresies or state devices to discredit 
the banks by making them parties to vio- 
lations of the federal laws. 

“The question then presents itself, What 
ought this convention to do? And 1 answer, 
it can at least speak in bold and no uncer- 
tain terms upon all the questions it has 
been called to consider. 

“Agree upon some wise and practical 
remedy, broad and liberal in its character, 
placing all banks of issue, national or state, 
upon an equality under federal supervision, 
and use all means in our power to secure 
its adoption. If we fail, try and try again 
until we see this beautiful land of ours 
prosperous and happy under good banking:

under a plan which would permit of the re- 
tiremént of currency when It was ho lofiger 
needed, as, for instance, in the south after 
the bulk of the cotton crop has been mov- 
ed. He also favored strict regulation of 
banks, state as well as national, by the 
government. Mr. Smith said in part: 

“With undeveloped, untouched resources, 
the progress Of our section is hampered by 
the lack of money to handle these resources. 
This is more true of the south than of any 
other part of the union. There is an in- 
finitely greater fleld for the successful 
investment of eapital in the development of 
the resources of the section which you rep- 
resent than in any other section. 

“It is lamentably true that at the pres- 
ent time, with redundancy of money in 
the few great centers, there is almost en- 
tire lack of it In our country at large, and 
there can be no doubt of the fact that our 
present financial system is at least partly 
responsible for this condition of affairs. 
and I also have no doubt that if legislation 
which you would recommend could be 
passed, you would largely remove the dif- 
ficulties which check development in the 
south. The experience of the world, as 
well as a mere cursory investigation of the 
question shows that no great nation, great 
in commerce and agriculture, can develop 
its resources with the use simply of coin 
as money, You burden your transactions 
with the very cost of producing currency 
so used when you use sim- 
ply coin. -You adopt then a system 
of money which is entirely without elastic- 
ity. Every nation great in commerce, man- 
ufacture or agriculture has found that 
coin alone is entirely inadequate for cur- 
rency purposes. It furnishes a standard of

“Instead of being elastic, expanding and 
contracting, with the additional demand of 
ccmmodities upon the market requiring 
currency for their exchange, experience has 
shown that as a currency panic is threat- 
ened the paper money issued by the gov- 
ernment goes entirely out of circulation, is 
withdrawn from use and helps to precipi- 
tate the stringency. 

“But we have our national bank issues, 
and it is claimed by some that they con- 
stitute the best paper money the world 
ever knew. That depends entirely upon 
what you mean by the best money. 
you mean that they are absolutely good, 
that is true, but that they reach the wants 
of our people and furnish the currency re- 
quired by trade is absolutely untrue. Now 
let ae ey. the national banking law to 
the needs of your section for currency. Sup- 
pose that in one of our towns it was found 
that banking facilities were inadequate, and 
it was deemed advisable to organize a bank 
to furnish additional facilities to the pub- 
lic for the conduct of business. It is a 
large part ofthe business of a bank to 
furnish currency to the people who re- 
quire it to aid In the exchange of commod- 
ities. Suppose” a bank with 
was organized and the determination was 
to make an tssue of bank notes to the full 
amount, where would you buy your bonds 
which must be the basis of the issue? They 
are found principally in the centers where 
money is already congested. You have to 
pay about $115 for your bénds and you can 
only issue notes to 90 per c@nt of their 
face value. You would gather up $115,900 
of currepcy from your section and ship it 
away to bring back $90,000 for the use of 
your people, 

“But it is impossible for one who reads 
the call that brought you together to 
doubt the fact that the bankers of the 
souh are fully persuaded that notes should 
not be issued by banks upon bonds of the 
government purchased by the banks, by ab- 
sorbing the money of the section where the 
bank is to furnish currency. It is perfectly 
clear that you appreciate the fact that the 
issue from the banks should be based upon 
commercial credit and not upon a deposit 
of bonds. 


Retire the Greenbacks. 


“Gentlemen, you are here to consider 
remedies by which the whole country, and 
especially this section, may be relHeved 
from the character of paper money that 
affords scarcely any benefit to the public 
as a means exchanging commodities. I 
have gathered from -what .I heard last 
night from members of this convention 
some outline of the policy which I appre- 
hend you will advocate. There can ‘be no 
doubt that the first step toward currency 
reform will involve the determination. to 
create banks of issue free from the neces- 
sity of depositing government as a 
basis of issues. There can be little doubt 
that along with that step must come the 
retirement of ‘the treasury notes and the 
greenbacks, and if that can be accom- 
plished in connection with the privilege of 
issue extended to banks, so as to relieve 
the government of the necessity of increas- 
ing its interest-bearing debt while it retires 
the greenbacks and treasury notes, the 
result will be even more acceptable. That 
the notes of the banks can be made per- 
fectly good by simply placing an annual 
tax upon the issue is shown by the fact 
that in the past three or four years of es- 
peciol igepcy, the percentage of bank 
ailures has been about 1.47 per cent as to 
re and 1.33 per cent to state banks, 

t percentage does not mean actual 
loss, as something was real from banks 
that failed. It is therefore perfectly clear 
that «a simple percentage tax on the issue 

deposited in the treasury of the 
United States when the notes were ob- 
tained from tthe treasury ¢ould be so fixed 
as not to be burdensome to the banks and 
yet protect the note holder absolutely while 
gaan an elastic currency for the coun- 
ry 


“That any system which is adopted 
shou!d involve strict federal control 
through government supervision, I appre- 
hend few of you will question, and while 
we may differ upon further propositions 
which present, it would seem eminently 
proper that with this general plan for the 
issue of notes by banks under government 
»Upervision or regulation, the notes bei 

uniform, state legislation should Pesan | 
throughout the land, giving the same priv- 
ege.of issue, under the same regulations, 
to state as well as national] banks, (Ap- 
plause.) “ 

“Gentlemen, think of your own. immedi- 
ate localities for a few moments. Suppose 
the privilege extended to the banks of your 
section of issuing 25 per cent of their unim- 
paired capital stocks with a tax of 1 per 
cent per annum, and of issuing 25 per 
cent more with a tax of 2 per cent per an- 
num, and issues above 50. per cent with a 
higher tax, depending upon the time the 
notes were outstanding, what an effect it 
would have, what vital power it would give 
us for development. With our great crop 
coming into market in fhree months it 
would furnish facilities for accommodating 
the situation so that issues would come out 
of the banks for three months and be re- 
tired at the end of that time. 

“It would relieve the pressure that rests 
upon our section, the distressing pressure 
when the volume of commodity comes inte 
the market demanding currency for ex- 
ehange, when you have exhausted yaur 
eurrency to help raise the crop. You have 
your cotton crop demanding currency at a 
FeASONn en you have the least currency. 
most important demand is past 
you have for the first time in a year a 
large supply of currency. No system of

wants of our section, and of the great

Mr. William Dodsworth, editor of The 
‘New York: Journal of Commerce and Finan- 
cial Bulletin, was introduced as one of the 
highest authorities in America on finance, 
a gentleman who has long realized the 
south’s need of a larger volume of cur- 
rency, particularly in the fall of the year. 
Mr. Dodsworth’s address was a thought- 
ful paper, deeply interesting, full of in- 
formation and suggestion Helow are ¢x- 
tracts from the paper which he read: 

“I understand it to be the more specific 
object of your convention, gcentiemen, to 
afirm the right of incorporated banks, or- 
ganized under the laws of our several 
Slates, to issue circulating notes; and I 
make no delay in assuring you of my hear- 
ty sympatny with that e sition. For 
myseif, I long ago reache the conclusion 
that, if the bank note is the best form of 
paper money—and that conclusion seems 
to haye now gained almost universal ac- 
captance among those who intelligently 
comprehend this question—then the power 
of issue should be equitably distributed 
among the banks at large and not restrici- 
ed to a specially privileged class. 

“I need not tell you that such has not 
been the dstribution of this privilege for 
the last thirty-four years. Under a great 
national emergency, it wag deemed neceés- 
sary to grant this franchise in return for 
a special support to the public treasury 
through a specific set of banks. This ex- 
pedient was politically and financially ab- 
normal; and, however serviceable it may 
have been under the circumstances for 
which it was immediately devised, wise 
Staitesmanship would have dictated its 
reconsideration when fiscal necessities no 
longer demanded the perpetuation of the 
monopoly. But the inequality is still in 
force; and this gathering may claim the 
distinction of being the first organized ef- 
fort that hag yet been made to secure its 
remedy. 

“None too soon is the south raising ite 
protest against this inequity. For what 
is the present distribution of our bank 
circulation? In 189, the \ttwelve eastern 
and middle states, with a combined popu- 
latitn of 21.000,000. had an outstanding note 
tssue of $120,000,000; the ten western states, 
with 25,000,000 of people, had $44,000,000 of 
circulation; the Pacific states and the ter- 
ritories, with their 5,000,000 of population. 
had $8,000,000 outstanding; and the eleven 
southern states, with 2,000,000 of people 
who need a large amount of the retail 
form of circulat‘on, had but $18,000,000. The 
eastern and middle sections had $5.70 of 
note issues per head of population: the 
west had $1.76 per head: the Pacific states 
and the territories had $1.60, and the south 
90 cents. 

“These, gentlemen, are, as I take it, the 
naked facts that have brought you here 
today. Herein lies the a gan ge of the 
long felt discontent of the south and the 
west with regard to this irrepressible 
money question. Herein lies the signifi- 
cance of the continuous outcry for ‘more 
money;’ here .centers the mean'ng of the 
demand first for fiat paper and then for 
flat silver Too many have sought to solve 
'th*’s (problem without understanding Its 
phenomena or its laws: but they have all 

en successively discredited before public 
opinion: and now yau stand forward with 
the true remedy of an equal distribution 
of the right to issue bank notes. Gentle- 
men. vou have seized the hanor of heing 
the first to strike the keynote upon which 
the solution of this large question must 
finally depend. 


Ground for Complaint. 


“It Is eminently fitting that the south and 
the west should make their vo'ce heard on 
this question; for to those sections an elas- 
tic regulation of the money supply is of 
far more vital consequence than it is to 
the other groups of states. We of the 
north and east feel much more concerned 
about the quality of our national money 
than about its supply. A real scarcity of 
money now rarely troubles us. Why should 
it when you have so patiently permitted us 
to control its issues. We are not 80 supel- 
latively unselfish as to reject the powers 
you have so generously helped to place 
within our reach. Like most mortals, we 
are ready to accept and utilize to our ad- 
vantage all the good things granted us, 
and are quite indisposed to scrutinize the 
mouth of a gift horse. But, at the same 
time, I think it may be justly claimed 


‘that, when other secyons make a demand 


in their specia) interest, wh.ch is just in 
itself and conducive to the welfare of the 
whole country, the north and the east 
will, perhaps after some conflict of preju- 
dices, be found ultimately ready to suppor! 
such claims. We are so situated that we 
can well afford to yield justice in this 
matter ungrudgingly. The buik of our 


} transactions are effected through the use 
of the bank check and without the inter- 


On the contrary, in the 
agricultural states, business is relatively 
more largely retail than with us; and for 
that reason it has to be proportionately 
more transacted through cash settlements, 

“The state banking interest is growing 
so rapidly and has already attained such 
a Magnitude that congress can no longer 
afford. to withhold from that class of insti- 
tutions valuable rights which are freely 
offered to every national bank. Within 
the last twenty years the growth of the 
state banks has been in an immeasurably 
larger ratio than that of the national sys- 
tem, Since 1873 the increase in the acposits 
of the nationals has been 13 per cent and 
of the state banks 484 per cent; in loans, 
the expansion in the major system has 
been 163 per cent and in the minor 523 
per cent. Within the same period the slate 
institutions have increased their capita] by 
$207,000,000 and the nationaf by $172,000,000, 
This is the plainest poss.ble evidence that 
among the shrewd and 4scriminating 
class who employ their capital ‘n banking 
the state charters are now deemed more 
conducive to’success than the natfonal. 
That state banking is the more profitable 
may’ be inferred from the fact that, upon 
the operations of 1896, the state bauks paid 
on an average div dends of 7.9 per cent, 
while’ the nat!onals averaged only 7 per 
cent, This fact carries its own implication 
as to the average quality of the manage- 
ment of the two classes of institutions. 
Two other facts bear significant testimony 
as to the comparative conservatism of 
administration under the two systems. For 
the last three years the capital of failed 
banks has averaged 1.17 per cent of the 
total capitals under the national system 
and 1,33 per cent among the state hanks. 
And in 1896 the ratio of cash to deposits 
was 19 per cent among the state institu- 
tions, while among the nationals the pro-

The convention of southern bankers wHich met in Atlanta vesterday, adopted 
the following resolutions as their plan for currency reform, the main features 
being the condition that the government should retire from the banking business, 
but should condrol the banks, which should be allowed the privilege of issuing 


an elastic currency, if they desired. 


. Resolutions. 

‘“‘Whereas, We believe that the time has come for southern bankers to success- 
fully demand better banking facilities from the congress of the United States; we, 
the bankers of the south, in convention assembled, ker¢by suggest such reforma- 
tion in our banking and currency laws as will—

Take the banking business out of politics. 


“2. Take the government out of the banking business. 
“3. Avoid the expense and danger always attendant upon government issues by

“Zt is fatuous blindness to imagine that 
the withholding of a legitimute function 
of banking from incorporated state banks 
ean be much longer perpetuated. It can 
no more be pretended that these institu- 
tions lack the dignity, the resource or the 
conservatism of management wh‘eh are 
necessary qualifications for the circulation 
franch:se. ‘he facts published in the year- 
ly reports of the comptroller vt the cur- 
rency furnish concius.ve olicial proot cf 
the ialsity of this charge.

‘“fo Iny conception, the bank note sys- 
tem of the future should differ as widely 
from the mongrel type of the ante-war 
times as from the national system of to- 
day. First, of all, it should be distinctly 
national; in the sense of its being authoe 
rized by the na al legislature, super- 
vised and admi ered by the national 
ovetnment, and so guarded and consol'- 
fated that the notes would circulate with 
equal confidence and security 
part of the national doma.n. 

“If this much ‘being soaceees, you ask— 
what d congress do in order to give 
the country a thorough bank note sys- 
tem. I would suggest that it enact a 
general nationa! cu rency law, wh.ch should 
deal with other departments of banking 
only so far as they may be inseparably 
connected with the iss¥e function, It would 
be superfiuous to attempt to explain to 
you, gentlemen, the causes of ‘the virtual 
failure of the national system as a means 
of prov.ding bank circulation, The bond 
guaranty has been too costly to admit 
of a due profit, and the redemption sys- 
tem has been too cumbrous to permit elas- 
ticity in the vo.ume of notes. Since the rate 
of interest on the bonds first fell to 4 and 
then to 3 per cent, the volume of the oir- 
culation has declined nearly one-half, 
while the growth of population has simul- 
taneously called for an increase of more 
40 per cent. Meanwhile there has 
been no contraction or expans'on in the 
supply of notes fesponsively to the varying 
requirements of the money market. 

“The first organic change in our bank 
note system should therefore be the aboll- 
tion of the form of: guaranty. The 
question: ‘What should be substituted for 
that form of security?’ can hardly be re- 
garded as any longer an open one.

THE INDICTED LETTER CARRIER ACQUITTED 


Charics Walker on His Third Trial 
for His Life—Theft of Bibles. 
Dr. Jennings’s Success. 


Macon, Ga., December 15.—(Special.)—The 
contempt case against W. Miller Gordon 
jn the Progress Loan and Improvement 
Company hearing went over until tomor- 
row, as 2 result of an agreement between 

4 on both sides. 
enon the case was called in the United 
States court this morning, Mr. Marion Er- 
win announced that he would with the 
permission of the court, pass the 
case for a day on account of the alleged 
condition of Mr. Gordon and ‘the fact that 
he had a criminal case of importance to 

Judge Speer asked Mr. Gordon's counsel 
about his condition. Judge A. L. Miller said 
that (Mr. Gordon was better this morning 
and that he hoped to be in a condition to 
be in attendance on the court tomorrow, 
The case was passed. 

Friends of Mr. Gordon say that his con- 
dition is decidely improved but that he is 
still in a very serious condition. His mind 
has been to some extent affected by the 
terrible strain on his nerves. 

A feature of the case is the discovery 
late last night of a bundle of stock certifi- 
cates for shares in the Progress Loan and 
Improvement Company. They were found 
in Mr. Miller Gordon’s safe and they repre- 
gent the amount of $10,000 which the receiv- 
er testified on the stand were missing, but 
that new stock certificates had been issued 
in place of them. This accounts for so 
much of the stock concerning which so 
much has been said. 

Mr. Gordon’s counsel main'tain a most 
discreet silence as to their line of defense, 
but it is intimated that with the expert 
accountant they will be able ‘to throw an 
entirely new light on the affair. In fact, 
it is very confidently announced that they 
will show that Mr. Gordon is not guilty 
of contempt and that he has not been 
guilty of any wrong-doing in connection 
with the Progress Loan and Improvement 
Company. 

Mr. B. M. Davis, who is one of Gordon’s 
counsel, and who was made party to the 
original bill for a receiver for the company, 
filed his answer in the United States court 
this morning. At the last election of direc- 
.tors of the company Davis was elected a 
member of the board and as such was made 
& party with the other directors. Mr. 
Davis says in answer that he did not even 
‘accept the election. He had been informed 
of it by one of the company, but told him 
he was too busy with his own affairs to 
bother with those of other people. He @e- 
nies all knowledge of the affairs of the 
company in the capacity of a director. 

Cooper’s Victory. 

Colonel John R. Cooper won a very neat 
victory in the United States court this 
morning when he succeeded i{n securing 
the release Of his cliert, Jerre Willis, a 
negro letter carrier, who was accused of 
robbing the mats. 

The vetdict was secured on a technical- 
ity, and while there was strong evidence 
against Willis, the technicality will es- 
tablish a new point in connection with the 
detective work done by postoffice inspectors 
who are on a still hunt for criminals con- 
hected with the department. 

' Colonel Cooper made the point that the 
letter from which Willis was accused or 
taking two bills, one for $1 and the other 
for $2, was never intended to reach the 
destination to which it was addressed, and. 
-therefore had never been mailed, nor wa’ 
it properly be calle@ mailed matter. Postof- 
fice Inspector Little had placed the money 
in a letter addressed to a lady in Ohibd, 
and had@ asked Mrs. ®Bilaes, the lady’s 
, mother, who resides in Macon, to hand 
{the letter to the mail carrier. Little took 
a stand inside the room and saw the let- 
ter delivered. Afterwards Willis bouht 
beer with the marked $1 bill. On the stand 
‘Mr. Cooper asked Inspector Little if he 
‘ever intended that the letter should go to 
its destination. He said that he had not. 

After the evidence was all in and the gov- 
ernment rested its case, Mr. Cooper asked 
the court to instruct for a verdict for the 
defendant .on the ground that the letter 
could not be properly called mail matter. 
Judge Speer called for his authority for 
asking such a verdict, and Mr. Cooper had 
ithem on hand. After some argument, the 
jury was instructed to bring in a verdict 
of not guilty. 


His Third Trial. 


For the third time Charley Walker was 
‘today placed on trial for his life in the su- 
perior court. The case was called at 4 
o'clock this afternoon and heed! little prog- 
Tess was made before court adjourned un- 
til tomorrow. Mr. John R. Cooper repre- 
tented Waller in his two previous trials. 

Charley Waller is charged with the mur- 

, Mer of his brother-in-law Tom Smith. The 
jkilling took place in this county near the 
‘city two vears ago. Waller and Smith 
Were at a dance where liquor flowed freely 
and the two men got into a dispute over 
Some trivial matter. “which resulted in a 
Shooting scrape. Smith was shot through 
the breast; Waller was also wounded. He 
lay in the city hospital and got well and 
i voluntarily surrendered to Sheriff 

Westcott. 

The defendant was tried and convicted 
‘€t the November term of Bibb superior 
eourt, 1896. and sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for life. The case was appealed to 
‘the supreme court, which reversed the 
Judge’s charge. He was again tried at the 
April term of court in 1897, and conviéted of 
Menslaughter. He received a sentence to 
feven years in the penitentiary that time. 
He went to the penitentiary and serv 
there until a month ago when the case was 
®ain revised by the supreme court on an 
appeal. This time, asin the other instance, 
the case was reversed on account of the 
Charge of the presiding judge.

Montgomery, Ala., December 15.—(Special) 
News of a thrilling tragedy at Tyson, a 
village sixteen miles south of here, has 
reached the city.

The woman then raised the ax 
to strike Jackson, whereupon he quieily 
slashed her throat from ear to ear. Giles 
fell when he first struck at Jackson, but 
regained his feet and made another lunge 
at him with the knife, which second as- 
sault Jackson also evaded, and in another 
second he had brought the sharp blade of 
the razor down heavily on Giles’s throat.

Francis D. Wheat, who filed a suit against 
his wife in the superior court today, in 
which he seeks to recover from her certain 
property which he put in her name, tells a 
peculiar and sensational story leading up 
to the separation between the two, and the 
refusal of his wife to give him the prop- 
erty, which he states had been purchased 
with his money. She was a Mary Elizabeth 
Funk, and married Wheat in Baltimore in 
1888. They afterwards: moved to Savannah, 
where Wheat says he amassed a small 
property. The relations between the two 
were not pleasant, and in 1892, he alleges, 
she had him. “shanghaied’’ aboard an 
Avstrian bark bound for Trieste. When ho 
recovered consciousness the bark was three 
days at sei, and all his clothes were on 
board. He finally returned with the aid of 
the consul there, and recovered $900 from 
the bark, which came again to Savannah. 
With. this money he bcougat property, and 
being sometimes inclined to imbibe too 
freely, he states, he put the property in his 
w'fe’s name. Now he states she has turn- 
ed him out of house and home; refuses to 
let him have even the use of his property, 
and has taken charge of his business in the 
city market. He asks the court to decree 
him the property, which was bought as the 
result of the cruel treatment inflicted upon 
him in having him forcibly sent to sea on 
the bark. ; 


THE “SONS” GETTING MUDDLED. 


Already Two Societies and a Proposi- 
ttion for a Third. 

Savannah, Ga., December 15.—(Special.)— 
At a special meeting of the Georgia Society 
of the Sons of the Revolution: held. here, 
after hearing a report from Judge William 
D. Harden, special delegate to the meeting 
of the general society in Cincinnat}, it was 
unanimously decided that the Georgia so- 
ciety would not consent to the formation of 
a new society, to be known as the National 
Society of the Southern Revolution, which 
was to amalgamate the Sons of the Revolu- 
t'on and the Sons of the American Levctu- 
tion together. The project for the forma- 
tion of an entirely new society wvs the 
result of the report of committees appoint- 
ed by both societies, which contemplated 
practically wiping out both of the old so- 
cieties. The general society, in its meeting 
in Cincinnati, left the matter of the ac- 
ceptance of the report entirely to the state 
societies. The Georgia society unanimously 
passed strong resolutions opposing any such 
plan, saying that such a society must be 
formed by individual members and not by 
the societies themselves, and that the action 
of the Cincinnati convention is an ndtis- 
sion of the fact that the unton of the two 
societies is impracticable. Any such at- 
tempt at union, it is declared, would b: 
void. The resolutions repudiate 
the idea of such a new society, and declars 
that the Georgia society will retain its pres- 
ent name and organization as well as its 
connection with its fellows in the general 
scciety.

One could see lying across the floor, toss- 
ing in a delirium, young Jones—with mus- 
cles twitching and a face contorted by 
pain, his brains in a heap on the flodr by 
his head. 

Near him, sitting upright in the corner, 
was the corpse of a man stiffening, his 
pistol lying partially under him. 

At his feet lay Califf struggling in the 
throes of death, while leaning over him 
his wife, wath blood and ‘tear-stained 
countenance, pleaded with him to speak to 
her, and while she pleaded the red blood 
slowly dripped from the tips of the fingers 
of one hand, the arm 'to which hung limp 
and shattered. by her side, swinging to and 
fro in an aimless fashion as her body 
contorted with pain or writhed in grief. 

Did Griffin Have a Confederate? 

This morning great throngs came into 
town and in a short time the Califf home 
was the central point of attraction. There 
everybody went. The undertaker took 
charge of the bodies and as he wads prepar- 
ing young Califf for burial made discover- 
ies which caused some doubt as to whether 
his death had been caused by a bullet from 
Griffin’s pistol. This came to the attention 
of the father of the young man and a 
minute investigation was demanded. It 
was known that Griffin’s pistol was a .44 
caliber. But there were three other wounds 
in the back, and these were made 
by a .322. This indicated ‘that some one be- 
sides Califf and Griffin had been engaged 
in the desperate fight and the coroner un- 
dertook to ascertain who it was. 

There were some cool heads in the parlor 
when the shooting was going on, and one 
of these openly declared this morning that 
more than six shots had been fired in the 
room. If none other than the two men 
had been shooting six shots would have 
been the number fired, judging by the two 
pistols after the duel was over, and thes¢ 
six were accounted for, 

Four of them were fired at Califf and 
found wounds were found on Griffin's body, 
his dirk thaving split one bullet in two, 
one piece of which entered Griffin’s body. 
the other glancing off and landing on the 
floor. Of the two shots fired by Griffin 
one found a home in Califf’s body and one 
was lodged in the side of Mary Pettis. 

Young Jones’s death wound was made 
by a .82 and this has lead to the opinion 
that he was killed by a ball from the pistol] 
which sent the .32 caliber into Califf’s back. 

This feature of the tragedy was given 
special attention by the jury of inquest. 
One circumstance led to another until a 
Suspicion was directed toward a young 
man of this place. So strong did this sus- 
picion become that a relative of Calift’s 
swore out a warrant charging him with 
the murder, but so far no arrests have been 
mace, 

Mes. Califf is suffering tonight from ner- 
vous prostration as well as from the ter- 
ribie wound she received, and Kittle hopes 
are entertained of her recovery.

WARM RESOLUTIONS PASSED 


The Atlanta Textile Union’s Strike 
Taken Up. 


WILL APPOINT COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE 


President Delay, of the Atlanta Fede. 
ration, Makes Addresses in Se- 
half of Textile Union. 


Nashville, Tenn., December 14.—The 
American Federation of Labor met today, 
President Gompers presiding. Telegraphic 
invitations to hold the next meeting of the 
federation in Kansas City, Mo., were re- 
ceived from officials of that city. 

The roll was called for the expression 
on laws regarding time of labor day and 
rate of wages for street laborers in differ- 
ent cities of the country. Responses were 
made by many delegates. , 

Permission was granited the president of 
the Textile Trades Union to address the 
convention. A communication was read 
from the Atlanta union stating that they 
are on a strike and asking that their po- 
sition be ‘heard by a representative. In the 
absence of the president of the Textile 
union, W. L. Delay, president of the At- 
lanta federation, was introduced and asked 
the convention to give the matter careful 
consideration. A motion was carried that 
a committee be appointed to take immedi- 
ate action on the textile workers’ strike 
and report thig afternoon. Several delegates 
spoke on the subject of the strike that is 
imminent throughout the country, advising 
immediate and definite action. 

.The afternoon session was marked by 
many vigorous speeches, especially was 
this the case in regard to the protest of- 
fered against the appointment of J. H. 
Paxton to be interstate commerce commis- 
Sioner. After referring a communication 
from the New Jesey federation of trades 
in reference to a suppressed report of a 
board of arbitrators in regard to strikes, 
Edward Harford, of the Railway Em- 
ployees’ Union fraternal] delegate from 
England, and Hon. J. H. Wilson, associate 
fraternal delegate, followed and addressed 
the federation. 

‘M. Henri Cardozo, a representative of the 
French government investigating the steel 
industries in the United States, was pre- 
sented and spoke briefly, explaining the 
purposes of his visit. President Gompers, 
in answer, said the federation invited in- 
vestigation and referred M. Cardozo to the 
leaders of the organization familiar with 
the steel industries. 

The report of the committee that bene- 
ficial aid be given the textile workers of 
Atlanta and that an adviser be sent to 
them, after some discussion, was adopted. 

The discussion of the appearance of an 
advertisement in theFederationist of Siegel- 
Cooper & Co. was resumed, George H. 
Warner leading in the fight against the 
carrying of the advertisement, saying that 
it was better to have the paper refused ad- 
mission to the mails than to longer insert 
the advertisement. Much discussion fol- 
lowed, in which President Gompers reaf- 
firmed the position he had taken in the 
morning’s debate. Several members op- 
posed the violation of a contract and at 
last the matter was referred to the execu- 
tive council, 

Then came the. stir of the afternoon, 
when a resolution was taken up provid- 
ing for a protest on the part of the ox- 
ecutive council against the reported pro- 
posed appointment of J. H. Paxton to be 
interstate commerce commissioner,

SENATE ON SEAL QUESTION. 


Bill to Prohibit Americans Fishing in 
Bering Sea. 


Washington, December 15.—Proceedings of 
the senaie were enlivened today by an 
interesting debate upon the bill presented 
by the fore:gn relations committees pro- 
Vidirg for the prohib.tion of pelagic sealing 
vy Aniericans. The provisions of the 
gqucasure were explained by Mr. Davis, 
chairman of the foreign relations commit- 
tee, who said that it was in aid of negotia- 
tions now pending among the representa- 
tives of the governments of the United 
States, Great britain, Russia and Japan. 

Mr. McBride, of Oregon, endeavored to 
secure the adopt.on of h.s resolution direct- 
ing the secreiary of war to supply relief to 
the suffering m-ners in the Klondike region 
and appropriating $20u,0W for that purpose. 
‘he resolution was amended so that tne 
supplies might be transported by means of 
Treiuaeer.

It is the inability to spot the opposition 
that is just now worrying Hanna and his 
man Dick more than anything else. If 
they could spot the men, they believe it 
would be an easy matter to bring to bear 
the necessary. pressure to bring these men 
into line, but now they are working inthe 
dark. This does not mean that they are 
being fooled into a feeling of security, for 
they know their opponents and realize ful- 
ly that if there is a possibility of beating 
Hanna the Kurtz crowd will find it. They 
@re alert and if when the way is clear 
they will put all the necessary pressure to 
bear, but the trouble just now is that they 
cannot find the way. 

Where Democrats May Prosper. 

Hanna is running a might-as-well-kill-a- 
man-as-scare-him-to-death race and w'th a 
majority of the republicans in the legisla- 
ture, with the national administration in 
his hand, and above all, with his barrel, 
he ought to win. If he is_ beat- 
en, the row between the Ohio fac- 
tion will develop such intensity that 
the Buckeye state will stand good chance 
of getting into good company in the future 
—that is in the democratic column. Major 
Dick is expected here in a day or two. 
Senator Hanna is here, but he is still sick. 
Dick comes for a hasty conference over the 
situation and will, I am told, urge Hanna 
to get back to Ohio as soon as he can. 
He’s needed there. 

What It Has Alreaiy Cost. 

The figures showing what it cost the 
republicans to carry Ohio in the last 
campaign have just found their way into 
print. These are said to come from inside 
sources and to show this they are given 
by counties. 

The total foots up $558,250, a neat sum 
to have come from Hanna’s strong box, 
for most of it did come from there. Some 
was the left over national campaign money, 
but almost all of it came from Hanna and 
his friends. 

How much more it will cost to capture 
the election to the senate for which he has 
already paid, it is difficult for Mr. Hanna 
to compute. A neat and tidy sum, if the 
past is any criterion by which to foretell 
the future. States, like republics, seem to 
be ungrateful. 


Corbett Can Give Him Points. 


There is one man haunting the halls of 
congress who can give Mark Hanna points 
on the power of minorities in creating 
deadlocks. He is Corbett, from Oregon, 
who bears credentials as senator from 
that state and who is here as the result 
of a deadlock. 

When the senate of Oregon assembled 
at Portland to fill the seat in the senate 
that was held by Senator Mitchell, whose 
term expired the 3d of last March, the ene- 
mies of Mitchell found that the old senator 
had a majority and wouid be elected as 
sure as the legislature organized. 
Under the constitution of Oregon it 
requires two-thirds of both houses to per- 
fect the organization and do business , and 
as more than one-third of the members 
were bitterly opposed to Mitchell, they 
simply stayed out. For the express pur- 
pose of preventing the election of a sena- 
tor, the legislature refused to organize. 
The time of the session as fixed by law 
expired and then the governor appointed 
Corbett to fill the senatorial vacancy. 

What the Senate Has Held. 

The senate has already said in the Man- 
tle case and in others that when the legis- 
lature fails to fill a senatorial vacancy, 
having been given the opportunity to do 
so, it must be taken as meaning that the 
state does not desire to have the seat in 
the senate filled. In the Mantle case, which 
is often referred to in connection with 
these senatorial vacancies, the legislature 
had balloted throughout the entire session,

Enlarge Columbus Building. 


Judge Adamson has introduced in the 
house a bill appropriating $50,000 for the 
enlargement of the government builling 
at Columbus, and Senator Clay will to- 
morrow introduce a similar bill in the 
senate.

Waishington, December 15.—The house 
Spent the day in the consideration of the 
legislative, exeeuti¥e-. and judicial. appro- 
priation bill. Bighty-nine of the 112 pages 
of the bill were covered and only one 
amendment of importance was adopted. 


| It reduced the clerical force at the pension 


Office ninety-five, involving a reduction in 
salaries of $115,000. 

The civil service question, as on yesterday, 
was the chief topic of discussion today and 
the proposition of Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury Vanderlip, to retire clerks for 
age, was made the text for denunciation 
by Mr. Moody, of Massachusetts, and Mr. 
Johnson, of Indiana, both of whom are 
defenders of the civil service law. 

At the opening of the session a resolu- 
tion for the holiday recess from Saturday, 
December 4sth, to January 6th, offered by 
Mr. Dingley, from the committee on ways 
and means, was adopted, 

The house then went into committee of 
the whole and resumed the consideration of 
the legislative, executive and judicial ap- 
propriation bill. 

Mr. Livingston, democrat, of Georgia, sub- 
mitted some general remarks in opposition 
to the civil service law, which he denounc- 
ed as a humbug and a fraud. 

Mr. DeArmond, democrat, of Missouri, 
under the latitude allowed in debate on ap- 
propriation bills, followed with an impas- 
sioned speech, reproaching the majority for 
not voting upon the Cuban belligerency res- 
olution passed by the senate at the last 
session. His remarks were given added im- 
portance in view of the action of the demo- 
cratic caucus last night, declaring for an 
aggressive support of the recognition of 
Cuban belligerency, He declared that he 
could not be Mistaken in his belief that the 
American people, without distinction of 
party, sympathized with the Cuban cause. 
The triumph in Cuba, he said, would prove 
a menace to liberty the world over, and 
in conclusion, amid a round of applause, 
he appealed to the majority to give. the 
house an opportunity of voting on that 
resolution. . 

The debate then drifted back to the civil 
service question, participated in by Mr. 
Moody, republican, of Massachusetts; John- 
son, republican, of Indiana; Quigg, republi- 
can, of New York; Pearson, republican, of 
North Carolina, and. others. 

Finally Mr. Bingham, in charge of the 
bill, appealed to the house to allow this 
subject, which had been postponed until 
after the rest of the bill was completed, to 
Bo Over, and the debate subsided. The bill 
was then read for amendment under the 
five-minute rule. 

Mr. Wheeler. democrat, of Alabama, of- 
fered an amendment providing that so long 
as the gold standard is maintained in this 
country, the salaries of all officials ghall be 
scaled 25 per cent. He made a ten-minute 
speech in support of the amendment, which

The Berner Bill to Elect Trustees of 
the University by the People 
Fails of a Constitutional Ma- 
jority—Routine Work 
of the House.

The first session of the convict bill as 
-amended in the senate went through the 
house yesterday with flying colors. All of 
‘the senate amendments were agreed to. 
‘From section 1 to section $ the bill was 
adopted and the other sections were not 
taken up because the attendance at the 
night session was so slim that no measure 
of importance could safely be put upon 
final passage. The last day of the legislat- 
‘ure, therefore, will witness the last action 
of the house on the most important meaa- 
‘ure brought up during the session. 

The Constitution has printed the Dill 
several times, and everybody will under- 
etand the significance of the announcement 
. that the first eight sections were agreed to. 
This morning there will be a hot fight over 
‘the eleventh section. which concerns the 
character of the employment of the convicts 
and the fight is likely to prolong the ses- 
gion for some time. But the Dill will un- 
questionably go throngh. If any changes 
are made in the house a conference commit- 
tee will be appointed and this body will 
speedily adjust all differences. 

A Berner Bill Killed. 

During the odd moments not spent in the 
consolidation of the convict bill the house 
found time to take final action on several 
important senate measures. The Berner 
' pill to elect the trustees of the university by 
the people was killed, and it is not likely to 
‘be brought back to life by reconsideration. 
The Turner bill to exempt denominational 
echools from taxation was reconsidered at 
the request of Representative Pace, as The 
Constitution said it would, and an effort 
will be made this morning to put it 
'threugh. Present circumstances, however, 


\@o not warrant a prediction that the ef- 


‘fort will succeed. 

In the senate very little was done after 
the passage of the convict bill, which went 
through by a vote of 33 to 7, the populist 
delegation alone opposing it. Secretary 
 Clifton’s appearance in the house with the 
/announcement of the vote attracted tre- 
mendous applause, but afterwards the up-

measures of importance. The Boifeuillet 
bill to appropriate $10,000 for the establish- 
ment of a textile department at the School 
of Technology was to have come up, but 
its friends were wise enough to hold it over 
because of the slim attendance. 

The DeKalb County Fight. 

The senate committee on county and 
county matters favorably reported Repre- 
sentativ6 Henderson's bill abolishing the 
DeKaib county court. This means, unless 


the convict bill or other important leg'sla-- 


tion blocks the passage of local bills, that 
the superhuman efforts of the various can- 
d'dates for judge and solicitor to keep the 
court alive will go for naught. There are 
five candidates for judge and a score or 
more prospective solicitors, and all of them 
express the deepest disgust at the activity 
of Colonel Henderson, who says that he 
has the recommendation of two grand ju- 


; ries behind him and that the people of the 


county want the court abolished. 

“It is not a fight against any one or any 
faction,”’ said Colonel Henderson yesterday. 
“It is simply the wish of the citizens, and 
they sent me to the legislature to obey 
the'r dictates.’’ Colonel Henderson is bc- 
ing complimented on every hand by his 
associates, both for the ability with which 
he has steered this bill out of the chaos 
of the house and the gallant single-handed 
fight in the courthouse matter. He has 
made a reputation for shrewdness and ex- 
ecutive ability and may serve his county 
again in the upper house. 

Horticultural Bill Passes. 

The horticultural bill, which was intro- 
duced at the requ¢st of the fruit men of 
the state at the last session, passed the 
senate at the night session. It is one of the 
most important measures that has gone 
through tle legislature during this session. 
Any One familiar with the dangers that sur- 
round fruit culture in Georgia will see at 
a glance that this is true. Besides yellows 
and rosette in peach trees, blight in pears, 
curculio and other insects, the San Jose 
scale has made its appearance in twenty- 
nine counties, and unless it is checked, it 
will entail irreparable loss on the fruit 
men who have invested their money in the 
state. 

The bill provides an entomologist under 
the direction of the commissioner of agri- 
culture, whose duty will be to inspect or- 
chards, vineyards, nurseries, melon ané 
vegetable farms and furnish all information 
that may be necessary to aid the farmers 
in preventing the spread of diseases and 
the destroying of insects. The commisston- 
er of agriculture is empowered under the 
bill to condemn diseased trees, to order de- 
stroyed or remove from the state diseased 
or infected nursery stock and in innumera- 
ble other ways to protect the horticultural 
interests of the state. 


HOUSE TACKLES CONVICT BILL. 


Most of the Session Spent in the Dis- 
cussion of Senate Amendments. 

The state university was again the cen- 
tra] figure in a bitter struggle in the house 
yesterday at the morning session. The 
senate bill, by Mr. Berner, providing for 
the recrganization of the board of trus- 
tees of the university and for the election 
of trustees ty the people, came back from 
the house committee with a recommenda- 
tion that it pass: by substitute. The substi- 
tute provided that the trustees should be 
appointed as heretofore arn’ that the gov- 
ernor should ar point cleven additional trus- 
tees, all of whom ¢ghould be farmers. The 
substitute was intended to defeat the elec- 
tion of the trvstees by the people, 

Mr. Blalock rade an appeal to the mem- 
bers of the house to pass the bill. He said 
that the affairs of the university were not 
properly conducted and that the men who 
run the state’s educational institution, for 
which the state has ,to pay, should be elect- 
ed by the people. Mr. Blalock made the 
highly sensational charge that money ap- 
propriated to the university had not been 
utilized as it should have been.

The Fence Question Bobs Up. 

A bill to fence in militia districts was 
the next spiciest feature of the morning 
session. The bill was by Senator Walker, 
of the fortieth district. It was passed by 
the upper house and came into the lower 
body, where it was given an adverse re- 
port by the committee. Then (Mr. Bush, 
of Miller, and others, induced the house 
to sit down on ‘the committee report after 
a lively fight. 

Yesterday morning the bill came up on 
final passage, and an interesting squabble 
was at once precipitated. The bill pro- 
vides that a militia district adopting the 
stock law or no-fence law must construct 
a fence around its entire boundary, so as 
to prevent the cattle from the adjoining 
districts going into the stock law district, 
where they could be impounded and their 
owners compelled to pay for any alleged 
damage. The bill is intended as a protec- 
tion to the district adjoining a militia 
district that has voted to have stock law 
under the local option no-fence law. 

There was a law providing that counties 
should build fences around any militia dis- 
trict in its jurisdiction that adopted the 
no-fence law, and to levy a tax for the 
construction of the same. There was much 
complaint from the adjoining districts at. 
being compelled to pay tax for the stock 
law district. The supreme court knocked 
a hole in the old law and Senator Walker's 
bill is to compel the stock law districts to 
build their own fences. 

The feature of interest in the argument 
was the atriking speech by Mr. McDaniel, 
the republican representative from Fan- 
nin. Mr. ‘McDaniel spoke for: ten minutes 
and,offered some of the most original and 
amusing arguments ever heard in the legis- 
lature. During the speech the house went 
wild and members crowded around the 
speaker. 

“Tf this bill is not passed you will never 
see a emiling face in Georgia again,” said 
Mr. McDaniel, and he clinched his argu- 
ment by this startling assertion: ‘The 
whole state will be entirely ruine? and my 
section will be forced to go out of business, 
if it is not passed.” 

Mr. Charters, of Lumpkin; Mr. Bush, of 
Miller, and a number of other gentlemen 
fought for the bill, but it was lost by a 
vote of 84 to 30, lacking four votes of a 
constitutiona} majority. 


The Adternoon Session. 


A clear distinction was made between At- 
lanta and her public school system and 
Fulton county and her public schools by a 
bill that became a law, or at least passed 
through both houses. The bill was by Sen- 
ator Blalock, of the thirty-fifth. It pro- 
vided that in counties where there was a 
local system of public schools, persona }iv- 
ing in the jurisdiction of that system can- 
not serve on the county board of educa- 
tion. Mr. Felder spoke on the bill. He 
said that Atlanta has a separate school 
system from the Fulton county publie 
school system and that children in Fulten 
county living outside of Atlanta coyld not 
attend the Atinata schools. He thought 
no man in Atlanta should serve on the 
county school board. The bill passed, afrer 
amending it so that it applied to Fulton 
county. |

Charters agreed that the house and sen- 
ate had both already decided that 
guards should be paid and controlled by 
the state. 

Mr. ‘Hall sustained Mr. Charters’s point 
and spoke ably for the senate amendment 
and against Mr. Fogarty’s amendment.

There was at first a slight objection 
to the bill by Senator Yancey Carter, who 
did not believe a picture as good as con- 
templated could be executed for the sum 
appropriated. 

Senator Gray was very much affected by 
this opposition on the part of the populist 
senator, and said feelingly: 

“Mr. Crisp came from. my district, and 
without money to aid him and purely on 
merit he arose to a position of distinction 
never reached by any other Georgian. This 
is no time for small matters and Georgia 
should show the young men of this state 
that such a man is appreciated. I hope that 
no party feeling will enter into this ques- 
tion and that such a tribute as is fitting 
will be vaid to this grand man and states- 
man.”’ 

Senator Carter retorted that his action 
was inspired by no party prejudice, and 
Senator Gray apologized for any overt con- 
struction that might have been placed on 
his remarks by Mr. Carter. During the 
passing of the glowing eulogies on Crisp 
some of the members who had known him 
more intimately were affected to tears. 

The senate adopted a resoiution offered 
by Senator Battle instructing the special 
attorney of the Western and Atlantic road 
to prepare a compendium of the laws and 
general information bearing on the coad. 
A favorable report was received from the 
railroad committee on the sale of the 
Northeastern railroad, and in order to se- 
cure its passage the bill was again 1esd 
immediately subsequent to the submitting 
of the report.

STRIKERS PASS RESOLUTIONS 


Met Last Night and Discussed the 
Situation. 


TELEGRAMS FROM NASHVILL= 


Paper Hangers Send Resolutions Ex- 
tending Sympathy and Indorsing 
the Strikers’ Attitude. 


The striking operators of the Fulton 
bag and cotton mills held a mass meeting 
last night in the hall of the Federation of 
Trades on Peachtree street. 

Two telegrams from Nashville were read 
and resolutions passed.. The -strikers. sig- 
niflied their intention of remaining out until 
the end, 

The strikers demand that Miss Brooks, 
Mr. Owens, Miss. Fannuel and Mr. Nelson, 
all of whom have lost their positions in 
the m‘ll, be reinstated. Osborne made the 
principal speech of the evening. He ad- 
dressed the meeting at some length, saying 
that the mill operators were working ail 
the year for Mr. Elsas and were getting 
nothing in return, except barely enougia 
to eKe out a miserable existence with. 

Telegrams were read, which had been _re- 
ceived by Mr..R. A. Whatley, of 59 Daniel 
street. One came from P. W. Greene, who 
is representing the strikers at the conven- 
tion of the American Federation of Labor, 
now in session at Nashville. The telegram 
bid the strikers be of good cheer, that their 
representative was getting everything he 
asked for. The strikers had asked for 
$1,000, and this announcement was greeted 
by loud cheers. 

The sccond telegram came from Frank 
Morrison, secretary of the American F'ede- 
ration of Labor, and said that the conven- 
tion had resoived to give immediate finan- 
cial assistance to the strikers and had 
directed President Gompers to come to this 
city or to send some one to assist in the 
struggle. The convention wished every 
success to the strikers, ,

Judge Turner’s Career. 

The man who is to be thus honored be- 
comes so conspicuous a figure in the public 
eye that his previous career is a matter 
of interest. He was born in Putnam coun- 
ty December 19, 1859. His grandfather, Wil- 
liam Turner, was born in Virginia, .and 
when a lad of seventeen came to Georgia 
with his family early in the century and 
settled in Putnam county, which has been 
the home of the family for five zgencrationa.

His Early Life. 

Mr. Turner was educated in the schools 
at Eatonton, and attended the University 
of Georgia at Athens one year. Being 
without means to gratify his youthfnl am- 
bition, he had a hard struggle. but thanks 
to his persistent courage and recognized 
solid qualities of character he overcame all 
obstacles and accomplished his object. He 
read law alone and in 1879, while still very 
young. was admitted to the bar. He ther 
practiced a year with S. A. Reid, sinee 
which time hg has practiced alone. Th? 
year he came of age (1880) he received the 
distinguished honor of being appointed 
county judge by Governor Colquitt, a po- 
sit'on he held unti} 1892. 

That year he was elected to represent 
Putnam county in the general assembly, 
in which body, besides being made chair- 
man of the committee on penitentiary; he 
was placed on several other important 
committees. He also took a very great 
and active interest in the establishment 
of a state reformatory for childrn, for 
whicn he made an earnest and gallant 
fight. Judge Turner is a man of unflinch~- 


ing moral courage. of great persistency of | 


character, conscientious in the extreme, 
and as modest as he is courageous and 
He ts one of the _ most popular 
cit'zems in the country, and being a young 
man, may be expected to leave his impress 
on the legislative or judiciary of the state.

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4. Werd for the Legislature. 

The legislature of Georgia adjourns 
‘tonight, bringing to a close its second 
and last session. It has probably been 
the most severely and widely criticised 
legislative body in the state and out of 
it, that ever assembled. The general 
purport and tendency of this criticism is 
aptly set forth in the following brief 
extract from The Chicago Times-Her- 
ald: 


The most glaring instance of legislative 
incompetence on record is afforded by the 
present legislature of Georgia, now in 
session at Atlanta. Residents of IMlinois 
have confidently believed for several years 
past that this state could easily carry off 
the palm for getting together every two 
‘years the greatest number of legislative 
derelicts. But Illinois must step aside. For 
‘mulish inefficiency and stubborn defiance of 
popular will the Georgia lezislature is just 
now in a position to claim the pennant. 

“Legislative derelicts!’”’ The term is 
new and altogether inapt when applied 

‘to the failure to legislate. It frequent- 
dy happens that a legislature seccom- 
‘plishes more by what it fails to do than 
by what it actually does. Umission 
ceases to be a sin and becomes a virtue 
in legislative matters. Every state in 
the union is legislature-rididen. The 
statute books teem with costly and un- 
‘necessary legislation. We have too 
‘much legislation; too many laws that 
‘are unnecessary. 

A legislator, new or old, can win more 
substantial fame by choking off unneces- 
sary legislation than. he can by adding 
to the number of the numberless bills 
that are introduced at every session. 

The late Judge Holman won a ¢Ce- 
‘gerved fame in congress by objecting to 
‘unnecessary legislation and by planting 
himself in the path of bills that aimed 
to put somebody’s hand ‘in the treasury. 
He was called the “great objector,” and 
“the watch-dog of the treasury,” and 
was admired far and wide for his un- 
compromising and unflinching honesty. 
Now we think a _ reputation such as 
Judge Holman won is worth more to a 
man than the notoriety that comes from 
introducing and pressing unnecessary 
measires. 

Legislation is a very costly article, and 
‘the less we have of it the better for the 
| people. There are times, of course, 
when new laws are necessary, but the 
really necessary laws at any session of 
the general assembly can be counted on 
the fingers of one hand. There is no 
reason in the world why the legislature 
of Georgia should hold sessions of fifty 
days every year. These long sessions 
give steady invitation to the manufac- 
ture of local and unnecessary laws sim- 
flar to those with which the statute 
books are already burdened. 

We are of the opinion that the crit- 
icism leveled against the legislature on 
the score that it has done nothing is 
(both hasty and unwise. For failing to 
jadd to our already large accumulation ot 
legislative trash and rubbish, the gen- 
eral assembly deserves the hearty thanks 

» Of the public. The only sin of omis- 
sion that can be fairly credited to it is 
the failure to adjourn after it had been 
in session a fortnight and a half. This 
would have saved money to the state and 
‘would have won a unfque reputation for 
the legislature. The general assembly 
‘has passed some fool laws, but it 
has killed more. For that, the state 
should be thankful. Some legislatures 
- pass more fool laws than they kill. 
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Fake Prosperity. 

The New York World makes this: re- 
mark: 

The 10 per cent reduction of the Fall 
River cotton spinners has been followed by 
the announcement of a reduction in wages 
by the Royal Weaving Company, of Cen- 
tral Falls, R. I. No explanation of this 
retrograde prosperity need be expected be- 
fore the congressional election next year. 

That is probably true, and when the 
‘campaign comes on, no republican news- 
paper will be more active than The 
World in informing its readers that the 
country is enjoying the blessings of a 
tidal wave of prosperity. When Mc- 
Kinley was elected The World devoted 
pages of its valuable space to telegrams, 
statements and declarations to the effect 
‘that prosperity had returned. 

Nobody has ever been able to discover 
what the McKinley “democrats” were 
up to when they announced that repub- 
lican success had restored prosperity. 
Nobody has ever been able to discover 
their motives for putting the fake in- 
formation in circulation. It did no 
good, and certainly deceived a great 
Many business men into 


chases 


the end. We should have more sympa- 
thy for them if they knew what is hurt- 
ing them. LEither they do not know, or 
they are afraid to speak of it in public. 
They thought the tariff ‘would hdip 
them, and now they seem to think that 
the true remedy for their ills is to be 
found in a reduction of wages, ard a 
national labor law that will place them 
“on an equality with the mills in other 
states.”’ i 

It is none of our business now far 
they go in their pursuit after folly, for 
we know that, in the end, the pinch will 
come when they will have to acknowl- 
edge the truth or go out of the business 
of spinning cotton. They want high- 
er prices for their goods in order to 
make a profit. Well, the reduction of 
wages will not give them higher prices, 
nor will labor laws. They can only get 
high prices as a result of the public de- 
mand for their goods, and the reason 
that demand has been cut off is because 
other producers are working at a loss 
and have no money with which to buy. 
By making the scarcest and most val- 
uable of the money metals our sole 
standard of value, we have depreciated 
everything else, especially the products 
of human labor. We have “sound” 
money, but prices are not “sound,” and 
profits are nowhere. 

If the New England spinners prefer 
“sound” money to good prices, it is 
their privilege to shout for it; but we do 
not perceive that the “‘sound’”’ money is 
doing them any good. In fact, it will 
finally destroy their enterprises. This 
is not a new, but it is an unusual, meth- 
od of performing hari-kari, and we com- 
mend it to all who are in favor of de- 
stroying their own productive indus- 
tries. 

Next year, if they manage to eke out 
an existence for so long, the New Eng- 
land spinners will urge their employees 
to vote for “sound” money men for 
congress if they want “prosperity’—it 
they don’t want their wages reduced 
still further—and probably (though we 
have our doubts, for there is an end even 
to the gullibility of mill operatives) the 
employees will vote for “sound” money 
congressmen. And all the McKinley 
“democrats” will join in the cry for 
“sound” money congressmen. More- 
over, we shall have another cra of fake 
prosperity. Mills that have shut down 
to give their employees an object les- 
son, will “open” again. 

But we don’t see what the McKinley 
“democrats” are complaining about. 
They got what they wanted. If ‘sound”’ 
money is not a remedy for all politica! 
evils and troubles the people were 
mightily deceived last year. There is 
almost as much prosperity under Mc- 
Kinley as there was under Cleveland— 
almost, but not quite. ‘The eastern cot- 
ton mills, perhaps, are in a worse fix 
than they were under Cleveland, but 
what difference does that make, so long 
as we have “sound” money and such 
redoubtable champions of the gold stand- 
ard as Eckels and Bill Bynum? 

What is the reason the country can’t 
get along without real prosperity so long 
as we have “sound” money? If there 
is ever any real need of prosperity un- 
der our present system all that is neces- 
sary is to get word to the McKinley 
“democrats,” and they can fake it up in 
four and twenty hours. What is the 
use of keeping the real article on hand 
when we can get the fake variety so 
cheaply and with so little labor? 

We are more than surprised—we are 
disappointed—to see The New York 
World talking about “retrograde pros- 
perity.” Is its able corps of writers 
dead or disabled? Can’t they make 
things as prosperous now as they did 
when McKinley was elected? We think 
so indeed! 
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The Returning Argonauts. 

The situation in the Klondike seems 
to be anything else but encouraging. 

Information received within the last 
few days from Dawson City states that 
more than one thousand discouraged ar- 
gonauts are now working their way back 
from the mining camps to the sea. 

This eagerness to return nome is due 
to the prospect of almost certain star- 
vation which stares the helpless Alaskan 
gold hunters in the face. On account 
of the scarcity of provisions in the Klon- 
dike, even the most successful gola 
hunters at the camps are forced to rec- 
ognize the imminent perils of the situ- 
ation; for when once the supply of food 
gives out, even gold dust loses its charm. 

If the spectacle of the returning argo- 
nauts teaches anything, it teaches that 
the truest gold of life is not found in 
its Klondikes but in the genial glow of 
its firesides. 
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The Increase of Homicides. 

In the current issue of The North 
American Review Professor Caesar Lom- 
broso, the well-known criminologist, 
discusses at some length the serious 
question, “‘Why has murder increased in 
the United States?’ 

As conclusive proof of the fact that 
murder has actually increased in this 
country during the past few years, Pro- 
fessor Lombroso makes use of the offi- 
cial records. He shows that according 
to the criminal statistics for 1880 there 
were only 4,600 arrests made in the 
United States on the charge of homi- 
cide, whereas for 1890 there were not 
less than 7,500 arrests made on the same 
charge. ‘That the increase of homicides 
disclosed by these figures was not due 
solely to the increase of population 
during this period, Professor Lombroso 
shows that while the population of the 
country increased only 25 per cent from 
1880 to 1890, the number of homicides 
increased 60 per cent. 

But how is this increase explained? 
In the first place, the criminologist ac- 
counts for it on the score of foreign 
immigration. He states that a large 
percentage of the crimes committed in 
New York, Pennsylvania and other east- 
ern states are directly traceable to pau- 
per immigrants from European coun- 
tries, such as Russia, Italy and Hungary. 
As these immigrants represent the worst 
criminal elements of Europe, it is not 
surprising that the poison which they 
bring over with them to this country 
should infect our national life. In 
the second place, Professor Lombroso 
accounts for the increase of homicides 
committed in recent years on the score| 
of crimes directly traceable to the ne- 
gro. While the records show that only 
40 per cent of the homicides committed 
in the United States during the year 
1890 can be laid upon the shoulders of 
the negro race the criminologist makes 
the point that this percentage of crime 
is enormous in view of the fact that the 
negro race constitutes only 12 per cent 
of the population. i 

Professor Lombroso cites the following 
figures showing the ratio of homicides in 
the ten leading countries of the globe: 
Italy, 96 to every 100,000 inhabitants; 
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| Spain, 58 


Hungary, 75 to evéry 100,000 inhabit 
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the United . 
inhabitants; Portugal, 25 to every 100,- 
000 inhabitants; Austria, 25 to.®every 
100,000 inhabitants; France-and Belgium 
18 to every 100,000 inhabitants, and Swe- 
den and Norway, 13 to every 100,000 in- 
habitants. This showing is not very 
creditable to the United States, and what 
makes it all tne worse is that while other 
countries are showing signs of improve- 
ment the United States on the contrary 
is showing signs of decline. In the 
light of such information as Professor 
Lombroso throws upon the subject it is 
evident that this country has grave prob- 
lems before it in dealing with the sup- 
pression of crime. 
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& Naticnal University. 

Among the various measures which 
are scheduled to come up before our na- 
tional law-makers during the present 
session of congress is one which pro- 
vides for the establishment of a na- 
tional university in Washington, D. C. 

This measure is the outgrowth,sof @ 
movement which originated in the con- 
stitutional convention of 178% Mr. 
Charles Cotesworth Pinckney, of South 
Carolina, who occupied a seat in that 
body, started the movement in a form- 
al resolution authorizing the establish- 
ment of a national university at the seat 
of government. The resolution was 
strongly supported by Mr. Madison, the 
father of the constitution, and other dis- 
tinguished members of the convention, 
but for some reason it failed to meet 
with adoption. President Washington 
afterwards undertook to revive the 
movement by discussing its urgent im- 
portance in his first official message to 
congress; but on account of the penden- 
cy of other matters which came up for 
consideration at that time, congress 
failed to act upon the president’s recom- 
mendation. This seemed to dispose of 
the movement for some time, but being 
wedded to the idea of seeing a great na- 
tional university established at the seat 
of government, President Washington 
bequeathed in his last will and testa- 
ment the sum of $5,000 to be used as a 
nucleus in establishing the proposed uni- 
versity. On the death of President 
Washington repeated efforts were made 
to interest congress in the matter of ex- 
ecuting the final injunction of the great 
patriot, but as these efforts met with sig- 
nal failure the legacy bequeathed to the 
national university reverted to heirs of 
the estate. 

With the sentimental leverage fur- 
nished by President Washington’s dy- 
ing wish, the movement to establish a 
national university continued to show 
distinct signs of life in spite of the re- 
version of the sum bequeathed for that 
purpose. In 1816 the project came up 
in congress only to be declared uncon- 
stitutional by a special committee ap- 
pointed to pass upon its merits. Even 
this judicial guillotine failed to deprive 
it of life completely, and again in 1873 
it came up before our law-makers with 
renewed vigor. This time it took the 
shape of a measure appropriating the 
interest on $20,000,000 for the purpose ot 
establishing the proposed university, 
but again it was destined to meet with 
overwhelming deieat. In view of the 
repeated rebuffs which the movement 
has received from one congress after an- 
other, it seems strange that it should 
still exhibit such marked signs of vital- 
ity; but having survived the opposition 
of more than one hundred years, it is 
not to be supposed that the movement 
is upon its death-bed yet. Should con- 
gress vote it down at the present ses- 
sion it is sure to bob up serenely at 
some future session, and in the end, suc- 
cess may reward it. 

To show the strength which underlies 
the present movement, committees have 
been organized in almost every state in 
the union for the purpose of arousing 
public sentiment in- behalf of the pro- 
posed institution. The Daughters of 
the Revolution and other patriotic or- 
ganizations are specially active in the 
work. But opposition to the movement 
is bitter and persistent. Some idea of 
this opposition may be obtained from 
the following paragraph from The New 
York Sun: 

Putting aside all questions of constitu- 
tionality, the scheme is wildly chimerical. 
In the first place, there is no necessity for 
it. Nearly a score of institutions are doing 
the work intended to be performed by it, 
in a manner sufficient to accomplish nearly 
all the objects in view. Again, it would be 
impossible to eliminate politics from the 
management of such an establishment. The 
selection of professors would inevitably be 
made on party lines, particularly in the 
domain of economic science and even of 
history. At this period of our development 
as a nation the people are entirely compe- 
tent to the care*of their own educational 
interests without any tutelage on the part 
of the government. 

Our federal government has quite enough 
business of its own to attend to without 
entering a field with which it has no proper 


concern. 

The position which The New York 
Sun takes in regard to the movement is 
undoubtedly strong. Since the days of 
our early American forefathers various 
institutions of learning have sprung up 
all over the land, and these institutions 
in some measure at least have fulfilled 
the purpose which the proposed na- 
tional university was ‘intended to ac- 
complish. Again, the varied interests 
of the government are already too com- 
plex and divergent and need to be sim- 
plified rather than extended. Still, the 
movement is rich in patriotic associa- 
tions, since it originated almost in the 
cradle of American liberty itself and 
received the indorsement of some of our 
most illustrious statesmen; and what- 
ever its ultimate fate may be, it is cer- 
tain that its history invests it with pe- 
culiar interest. 
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“The cotton mill outlook in New Eng- 
land has grown more serious, and wage 
reductions threaten to extend beyond 
Fall River,” so says The Springfield Re- 
publican. But what of it? Isn't a 
lower wage rate in “sound” money bet- 
ter than high wages with “cheap” 
money?

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CANNOT COMPETE WITH SOUTH. 


Northern Mills Own Up That They 
Are Out of Date. ff 
Boston, December 15.—At a meeting of she 


. Arkwright Club, which was held at Young’s 


hotel today, a report was presented upon 
the conditions of southern competition in 
cotton manufacturing and the best prac- 
ticable mode of meeting it. The report was 
unanimously adopted, The committee’s con- 
cise opinion is given in these words: 

“The southerner finds that with the ad- 
vantage he possesses he can make these 
goods at a cost which will allow him to 
undersell our mills and leave him a margin 
of profit which is sufficient to induce the 
investment of capital. Now, what are these 
advantages? First, that cotton is conven- 
lently near and that freight on it can be 
saved; second, that water power is abun- 
dant if you care to utilize it, and that coal 
is cheap if you prefer to run by steam; 
third ,that labor is abundant and cheap and 
not inclined to orgamize against the em- 
ployers; fourth, that the enactment of re- 
strictive labor laws is not likely to trou- 
ble manufacturers for many years. In our 
opinion the cheap labor, long hours and 
freedom from legislative interferences are 
the chief advantages and the others are 
unimportant and of doubtful value.”’ 

The committee in summing up its report 
says that while manufacturies in the north 
—especially in Massachusetts—cannot undo 
labor legislation, they must meet the com- 
petition by cutting wages.

Chairman Henderson was authorized to 
report the sevate bill, known as the Nelson 
bill, to the house, with all after the enact- 
ing clause stricken out, end the Hender- 
son bill as agreed on inserted as an amend- 
ment or substitute. 

There were two important changes from 
the bill as reported by the eubcommittee. 
The bill as drawn provided in effect that 
all liens created by judgment and levy, or 
by attachment within four months of the 
adjudications in bankruptcy should be 
void, or if enforced go for the benefit of the 


creditors, and also that all money collected | 


by the enforcement of such a lien should 
be paid over to the trustee when appointed. 

This is modified so that those liens will 
not be affected unless obtained in fraud 
of the act. The provisions of the bill cre- 
ating offenses punishable by fine or impris- 
onment were also modified by making many 
of such offenses cause for refusing a dis- 
charge in bankruptcy instead of punishable 
otherwise.

REPORT ON TROOPS 
The Annual Statement of the National 


Guard of Georgia. 
CAPT. BROWN IS AUTHORITY 


Condition of the Volunteers Fully Told 
in the Long Report. 


THEY ARE SHORT IN MANY EQUIPMENTS 


Report Mekes Several Recommenda- 
tions and Asks for More Appro- 
priation—What Is Said. 


es 


The annual statement of the condition of 
the national guard of Georgia in 1897 has 
been prepared by Adjutant General Ke!l 
and has been forwarded to the war depart- 
ment, where it will be placed on file for 
reference. 

The authority for the report is Captain 
Oscar J. Brown, of the First United States 
cavalry, who is stationed in this state by 
order of the war department to examine, 
investigate and report on the condition of 
the troops each year. 

In the present report, which is very vol- 
uminous, he goes into deta{l on the num- 
ber of soldiers in the .volunteer forces, both 
white and colored, the efficiency of their 
equipment, the most available places to 
mobilize the troops in the state and the 
time necessary for it, and makes a number 
of recommendations, ° 

Ne dwells on the last encampment of the 
state troops and says much in regard to ft. 

According td the regulations the state is 
allowed to have a total of 10,273 men, in- 
cluding officers and privates. Georgia has 
& grand total, including both black and 
white, of 4,485. Of these 3,359 are white and 
1126 are cvlored. One thousand one hun- 
dred and forty-six men attended the last 
encampment held at Griffin. The report 
goes into an account. of the situation 
and candition of the camp at Griffin. 

The most important part of the report is 
that which relates to the most accessible 
and convenient places for the concentration 
of the troops when only a short time is 
On this subject it reads: 

“Atianta is the capital and is a railroad 
center of the greatest importance in the 
state. Troops can be easily supplied here 
and quickly transported to any point in 
the state. Augusta, in the eastern part of 
the state, for service in this locality would 
be a good point for concentration, and 
Savannah for the southeastern part of 
the state, on aceount of the military 
already stationed there. A concentration at 
Albany would cover the southwestern part 
of the state. Macon is almost in the cen- 
ter of the state. This woud be a good 
point of concentration. Gnuiffin is mention- 
ed on aecount of it being the logation of 
the state encampment and the ‘facilities 
for quartering the troops. 

“If troops are to be used out of the state 
Atlanta, Griffin, Dalton and Savannah 
could be used, depending on where the 
troops were to be sent. Dalton is also.a 
strategic point, covering as it does’ the 
passes leading from east Tennessee into 
Georgia. The infantry could be concen- 
trated within twenty-four hours and the 
cavalry in thirty-six to forty hours. There 
are no plans for emergency. Eighty ofr 
9 per cent of the men would turn out when 
called.’’ 

The equipment of the forces is next taken 
up and shows that they are not well furn- 
ished, lacking principally in improved 
arms. The infantry and cavalry oncamp- 
ment are spoken of favorably and the de- 
tail of work at these times done by the 
troops is dwelt upon. The report shows 
that thorough instruction was given in all 
the branches in tke service. 

In regard to the personnel of the Georgia 
volunteers the report says that it is of the 
best and composed of men of all profes- 
sions and employments in the state. The 
military spirit throughout the state is good. 
Discipline is good. Interest in target prac- 
tic_ng is constantly growing. He speaks 
highly of the record made by the Savannah 
Riflemen at the Sea Girt tournament. 

The fol:owing recommendations are made: 

That the appropriation to the state be 
materially increased, to at least $2,000,000. 

That the states be authorized to exchange 
all serviceable arms for new ones of the 
same or other caliber. 

That. medical supplies and signal property 
be placed upon the supply list for the 
states. 

That a uniform system of instruction in 
field duties be instituted for the troops of 
all the states and that a certain number 
of days be designated for such instruction 
in each year, and that the troops undergo- 
ing such instruction have from the general 
government the pay and a.lowances of like 
grades in the United States army. 

The report speaks of the condition of the 
forces and scorches the government for the 
small appropriation that is made for the 
maintenance of the troops. It says: 

“In Georgia, with a force in round num- 
bers of 4,500, the yearly appropriation by 
the sfate for 1897 and 1898 is $25,000 and 
from the government $11,000. Upon a rea- 
sonable estimate the yearly cost of volun- 
teers ts about $100 » as they must pur- 
chase all articles of uniform, with few ex- 
ceptions, and have other expenses.”’ 

After speaking of what is furnished by 
the state it says: ‘“‘To have a well equipped 
and well armed reserve force throughout 
the states the general government will have 
to be more liberal in its dealings with 
In artillery for instance, there are 
two batteries in the state, but the knowl- 
edge of the guns they would use in time 
of war is kept from them, as the appro- 
priation is not sufficient to purchase them. 

“Our cavalry is armed with carbines, the 
larger number of which are unfit for 
service. It is the same with saddles, blank- 
ets, saddle bags, halters and lariags. The 
supply of tentage is sufficient for, about 
half of the troops. Shelter tents, buzzacott 
ovens and camp equipages generally are 
lacking.’’ 


SUSPENDED FROM THE TECH. 


Three Students Broke the Rules, but 
No Dissatisfaction Among Others. 

Three students were suspended from the 
Technological school yesterday for breach- 
es of discipline which the faculty, after 
investigating, could not pass unnoticed. 

It is said that several of them wished 
to attend the theater, but the restrictions 
of the school forbade them doing so, and 
they found amusement in other ways. 

Two of them popped some firecrackers 
and another threw a missile at a schoo) 
teacher. Their cases will be taken up by 
the faculty and finally passed upon Friday. 

The pres.dent of the school of technclogy 
was asked last night about the indefinite 
suspension of three students, and made 
the following statement: 

“The faculty had a serious matter to 
settle when they learned that, contrary to 
regulations, certain students seemed deter- 
mined to make as much disorder as posri- 
bie and endanger the property of the 
state by fireworks. ‘Those apprehended 
were promptly suspended and it ‘ts hoped 
that ne oe spirits, if any, may 

rofit by the exampies, 

DNNO such d.sorder has occurred before, 
I believe only five or ten students out of 
the one hundred were responsible.

“Why should we adopt the standard of 
the civiiized worid? because, if we iniend 
to remain in the markets of the world as a 

ctor in commerce, we cannot afford to 
adopt any other standard on account of the 
frightful loss of our producers in the spec- 
ulation in exchange. ‘This factor aione 
would mean our exclusion or impoverish- 
ment; for the profit or loss today turns on 
margins £0 narrow that a fluctuating 
standard would invariably call for such a 
reduction in prices to cover the risk as to 
ultimately ruin those who produce the ar- 
ticles of export: 

“Why the gold standard! Because, in the 
course of time, through the protess of evo- 
lution, it has been found the best suited 
to the purposes of the commercial world, 
precisely as steam and electricity have su- 
peroeded the sail on the sea and the horse 
on the land. Because the adoption of the 
silver standard would drive every dollar 
of gold out of circulation, reduce every 
siiver dollar to 40 cents of its present mon- 
ey power, force all our paper money to the 
same level and leave us with less than 
$500,000,000 of our present money capacity in 
place of the $1.600,000,000 we now have. Be- 
cause every one who earns wages, has a 
dollar in a bank or holds a life insurance 


policy, would be defrauded out of half he | 


is entitied to receive. In short, the gold 
standard should be our standard because 
the adoption of any other would throw us 
out of joint with all the rest of the world, 
bring ruin incomprehensible to our people, 
and turn back the hand on the dial of prog- 
ress. and civilization at least a half-cen- 
tury. 

“het us lay down as another foundation 
stone the proposition that the demand ob- 
ligations of the government of every kind 
must be retired and eanceled. Why? Be- 
cause every attempt of government in the 
history of the world to compel the people 
to take its debts as money, especially us 
legal tender, has invariably led to disas- 
ter: our own experience being now added 
to the long chapter of disappointments and 
losses. Because if a system of fiat money, 
ample for the need of trade, could be main- 
tained upon the standard of the commer- 
cial nations of the World, it would be at a 
ruinous cost to the people. The actuary of 
our treasury has estimated the loss to our 
since 1879, a period of seventeen 


600 per annum. Why? ‘Because it is the 
most dangerous form of money to the 
credit of the nation. as shown during the 
past three years. Why? Because whenever 
the slightest doubt arises as to the ability 
or the intention of the government to main. 
tain its standard, every business in the 
land, from the largest to the smallest is 
imperiled and the losses to the people from 
the check, shock and avprehension surpass 
human calculation. Not a single enter- 
prise only, but evervthine from the steady 
emplevment of the day laborer, the oecupa- 
tion of the farmer and the business of the 
mightiest railroad binding the Atlantic to 
the Pacific with its thongs of steel. every- 
thing starts toward the vortex of universal 
ruin 

‘“Whv? Because the circumstances are 
such that if the readiustment is wisely 
made and the national debt funded into 
a 2 ner cent bond the benks be'ng re- 
aquired to carry them in consideration of 
privileges granted. the government would 
seve in intere@t alone every vear more than 
$15,900,9M and with the maintenance of the 
etandard thrown rnon the hart«, where it 
belongs, the people would save. according 
to the actuary’s estimate, an average of 
1.000.000 everv vear. which added to the 
gain of $15.0°0.000 in the reduction of inter- 
est would save to our treasury a total of 
000 per annum. 

Products as Collateral. 


“As a third fundamental principle let us 
resolve to give to the people, the producers 
in every relation in life, a system of credit 
currency which would always secure to 
them the highest possible exchangeability 
for the results of their labor, and give to 
every occupation and to every section of 
the country, equal opportunities under the 
operation of just laws. A bale of cgtton is 
as good security in Atlanta as ft is in 
New York. or Liverpool, and our currency 
facflities for’ accommodation should be 
such that the farmer who — the 
cotton, the corn, the cattle, the sheep, the 
hogs, and our manufacturers of 10,000 ar- 
ticles should have whatever advantage 
there may be in selling at one season of 

reference to another, without 
paying rates of imterest for the 
pr.vilege.

We solve this difficult problem. 

“But what is a credit merchant? He is 
one who for the eonvenience of the pro- 
ducers_of the country exchanges his credit 
for theirs, ot buying their credits sell his 
own. The day of barter is gone. No where 
throughout the length and breadth of this 
land are afticles of one kind being ex- 
changed for another; but practically every- 
thing passes from ene ownership to an- 
other through a representative of value. 
Therefore the more difficult and expensivo 
it is to procure the representatives of 
value, the greater’ the inconvenience and 
loss to the producers of the articles ex- 
changed. It is apparent that the cheaper 
the groceryman purchases his goods, the 
he can sell them to the consumer; 
therefore it stands to reason that if a cred- 
it merchant could create at nominal cost 
out of the notes of the farmer and trades- 
man, the currency with which the same 
farmers and tradesmen could be accommo- 
dated, the horror of fiatism would forever 
vanish, and the incalculable losses incident 
to manufactured legai tender money would 
no longer have to be borne. 

“But since the credit merchant would 
stand in a quasi

The adoption of tne 
principle cannot be objected to on account 
of the burden it imposes, for this is oniy 
nominal, as one tWelfth of one per cent 
per annum on deposits would have been 
sufficient to have covered all losses sus- 
tained by depositors in national banks from 
1862 to 1896. 

“It a word, let me review the outline 
and the results to be achieved. We should 
have the standard of the civilized world 
to save the last farthing on our ex- 
changes. The government should be taken 


| out of the banking business, and by a 


method that would save the people up- 
wards of $36,000,000 per annum. We should 
have a system of credit currency that 
would always respend to the conditions of 
trade and give to our people equal opportu- 
nities everywhere for the development of 
our vast resources. We should adopt a 
system that will save this country from 
periodic bank panics, 
of failed national banks from bankruptecy— 
indeed from the slightest loss. 

“With such advantages and protection 
guaranteed to the people and the govern- 
ment guarded against e loss and risk 
incident to our present “System, can any 
one doubt what the verdict of the people 
would he, wen the reason had once as- 
serted itself?’ 

Mr. Fowler’s address was received 
applause and he was thanked by the 
vention.

Several delegates were called on for ad- 
dresses and among them, Mr. J. S. Carr, 
of North Carolina, Mr. Carr proved to the

I believe that the convention 
ought to make a ringing declaration ior 
state banks. That is all right, and i am 
in accord with the convention on fthat 
proposition. But the siarm has been 
struck in the tower of public opinion and it 
must’ be heard. One speaker has toid us 
today that we have only 90 cents of circu. 
lation per capita in the south, while in the 
northern states it is neatly $6 They tell 
us that we don’t want any more money. I 
say that man ought to be able to go to 
bank and be able to borrow on his credit as 
well as on bonds I don’t care about mo 
being too good. I don’t care if a Nort 
Carolina state bank note would not circu- 
late in Virginia or Georgia. Then it would 
stay at home and heip up pay our own 
debts. They tell me that the notes of coun- 
try banks in England will not circulate 
in London and a “aris bank note will not 
circulate out tn the previnees. | know that 
Canadian money will not circulate in this 
country and yet they say that the English 
currency is the best.in the world. I am for 
state banks ‘baldheaded and barefooted.’

WHAT BOARD PRESIDENT SAYS. 


Chicago, December 15.—William T. Baker, 
president of the board of trade, says, with 
reference to the unusual conditions in 
wheat: 

“Cash wheat is at a premium over fu- 
ture delivery here and in all parts of the 
world, because more of ijt has been sold 
than can be delivered. Wheat is scarce 
all over the worid. Not enough was grown 
last year to supply the demand. America 
now has the opportunity to make its own 
price for wheat. t has in the past been 
considered by many to be a biessing for 
us to supply the world with cheap wheat, 
even though our own farmers haraly could 
make both ends meet on the cost of pro- 
duction, Now, perhaps, in view of the 
prosperity which has come to this nation 
ror h gher prices, there will be less sym- 
pathy for those operating to depress grain 
values below the yalues normally adjusted 
by demand and supply. 

‘‘In the past uniimited quantities of whea. 
have been sold on the market and resold 
with no demand for its delivery. Now, 
however, the wheat is wanted so badly by 
consumers that contracts calling for deliv- 
ery can stand no ‘wind’ wheat. We shall 
probably see the same tight conditions in 
May wheat when May comes as we now 
see in December wheat. 

“I think that this country already has 
exported much eof the wheat which it will 
soon need for its own consumption, end 
that the full scarcity is not by any means 
yet appreciated.’’

During the night some one had broken 
open the safe and over $59 in cash had been 
taken. The remarkable part of the .burgla- 
ry was that it was impossible to tell how 
the thieves got in and how they got out. 
It is @ mystery that even the detectives 
have not yet explained. 

Yesterday morning the manager of the 
Charles A. Conglin Manufacturing Com- 
pany discovered that some one had set 
fire to a pile of paper and trash in one of 
the hallways of the building. The manu- 
factory is located at Nos. 270,272,274, 276 
Marictta street, and is one of the largest 
egncerns of the kind in the south. 

it was thought at first that perhaps some 
employee had burned the trash, but the 
management was convinced, after making 
an investigation, that an incendiary had 
been at work. 

The matter was reported to the chief of 
police. The strange thing about the two 
sensatiOns is that they occurred in the same 
‘locality, The store where the mysterious 
burglary took place and the manufactory 
are only a few squares apart.

CURRENTS WILL BE 
TAKEN PROM PIPES 


Electrolysis Committee Has Agreed on a 
Report. 


STRONG ORDINANCE FRAMED 


Companies Must Change Their Cur- 
rents or Pay a Heavy Fine. 


BOARDS REGARD THE EVIL AS DANGEROUS 


Prepere a Voluminous Report to Coun- 
cil Giving Result of Investiga- 
tions—The New Ordinance. 


The boards of water and electrical control, 
to whom this evil, diagnosed as electroly- 
sis, was referred by the city council for a 
full investigation, have reached a decision. 

The officials have decided that gas and 
water pipes must be protected, and they 
have adopted stringent measures in this 
direction. 

The boards have prepared an ordinance 
to be introduced at the next session of 
council, requiring the various electric rail- 
way and other concerns to transfer their 
currents fromthe pipes to the rails or wires 
before July 1, 1888. If they fail to comply, 
they will be fined $100 a day, and $100 for 
every street On- which they operate where 
there is damage until the evil is remedied. 
The method to be used in the change is 
not prescribed, the boards deeming it ad- 
visable to leave this to the discretion of the 
companies. The city does not assume any 
expense or any risk in the change, and 
after the passage of the ordinance the 
companies must stand all expense or dam- 


age to the water pipes as the result of | 


electrolysis. 

The boards have prepared an exhaustive 
report to council, setting forth their 
reasons for the introduction of the ordin- 
ance, and giving a graphic account of the 
present condition of the pipes as determined 
by numerous tests recently made by City 
Electrician Harper and various members 
of both boards. 

The officials state In this report that while 
no damage has as yet appeared on the 
big mains, yet the evil is in progress, and 
great damage may result in future; that 
the currents are doing serious injury to 
the small lead service pipes; that from 
the experignce of other cities it is reason- 
ably practicable for the companies to keep 
their currents from the pipes, and they 
should be requ.red to do so; that inasmuch 
as the change of currents on the part of 
the companies would involve a good deal 
of expense, such companies. be not mad» 
to bear the expense already borne by the 
city in repairing pipes disintegrated by 
electrolysis. 


Ordinance To Change the Currents. 


Following is the ordinance to change the 
currents which was framed on the unani- 
mous indorsement of the joint boards as 
evidenced by their action yesterday aftel- 
noon: 

“Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor 
and general council of the city of Atlanta, 
and it is hereby ordained by the authority 
of the same, that .t shall be the duty of ail 
persons or companies enploying electrical 
currents in the sireets of said city by or 
betore July “1, 1898, to provide and put in 
use such means and appliances as shall 
well and effectually retain said current 
upon their own wires, tracks or other 
works, and keep them off of the gas p pes, 
water pipes, cables or other structures in 
said streets, and to repair and renew said 
means and appliances or from time to time 
change and improve the same as may be 
necessary tO accomp.sh said purpose all 
at his. or their charges and expense, and 
at his or their own r.sk, selecting and 
adopting such means and appliances as 
shall effectually accomplish said object, and 
maintain and keep the same effectual as 
aforesaid. Any person or company viola- 
ting this ordinance shall be subject to a 
fine of $100 for each day, and. for each 
street where the same may be violated, and 
in order to a conv.ction under this ordi- 
nance it shall not be necessary to show 
that the entire electrical current imposed 
on the structure of the city or other per- 
sons escapes from or comes from the power 
house or works of the party charged as 
aforesaid, but it shall be sufficient for a 
conviction if a company or party charged 
by fa ling to restrain its current materially 
contributes to the result complained of as 
aforesaid. 

“Sec. 2. Be is further ordained by the 
autherity aforesaid that each and every 
such person or cumpany permittirg its *or 
their electrical current to*escape from his 
or their own works upon any pipe, struc- 
tures or works of the city of Atlanta, or of 
other persons or companies, in violation of 
section 1 of this ordinance, shall be liable 
to muke good any damage resulting thereby 
to be recovered in any court of law having 
cogniz: nee thereof, and in case said injury 
is done by more than one party, all of the 
parties oer companies contributing to the 
trespass shall be Hable for the entire dam- 
age to the city of Atlanta, or the party 
injured, leaving such wrong doers to adjust 
and settle the question of relative degree or 
apportionment of liability among them- 
selves without thereby delaying the plaintiff 
Im such case or cases frum recovery and 
realizing in any action or actions brought 
for the purpose of redressing such wrongs. 

“Sec. 3. Be it further ordained by the 
authority aforesaid, That all ordinances and 
parts of ordinances in conflict with this 
ordinance be and they are hereby re- 
pealed.’’ 


The Report of the Committee. 


The report of {he joint committee which 
will be introduced at the next session of 
council follows in part: 

“In no instance has it been discovered 
that at any point or part of the 100 miles 
of cast iron water mains has ingury been 
done as yet by the electric currents. The 
evil, though in progress, has not yet de- 
veloped. This is doubtless owing to the 
excellent quality of white or gray iron 
used. While injury in the future may be 
slow and long delayed, yet it is best to 
take the safe side and adopt such meas- 
ures at once as will avert danger alto- 
gether. 

‘In only one instance has it been dis- 
covered that the lead joints connecting the 
pipes, which exist at a distance of twelve 
feet between such joints along the length 
of these pipes, has been injured as yet. 
But your committee are of the opinion that 
the lead in these joints is more lable to 
corrosion and injury than the cast iron 
substance of the pipes themselves. 

“It is quite manifest that the electric 
currents which are allowed to esca from 
the wires and cables of the electric com- 
panies have done and are doing quite seri- 
ous injury to the small leaden service pipes 


which connect the cast iron mains with | 


the houses on each side of the streets. 
‘Your committee are of the opinion that 
like all waters of excelent quality found 
in Our granite and red clay country, the 
waters of the Chattahoochee contain a 
small trace of iron, so minute as in no way 
to detract from the heaithfulness and 
uses of the water, is nevertheless sufficient, 
when subjected to the electric currents 
passing through it, to cause these traces of 
iron in very minute quantities and very 
slowly to be deposited_on the inner surface 
of the cast iron pipe in tnin layers and 
small nodules or lumps, which graduaily 
increase and cause friction in the pipe and 
in course of time will diminish pressure in 
the service, and as well as sooner or later 
entailing the necessity for making re- 
a joints in some localities and run- 
ning or employiag a suitably constructed 
machine through the pipes between these 
openings so as to swab out and remove 
these nodules and to polish off the inside of 
the pipes. These lumps or nodules merely 
adhere to the inner surface. When scraped 


: off the substance of the pipe with its origi- 


nal coating, even though such pipe has 
been in use for twenty-odd years, is found 
unimpaired and as brignt:as ever. This 
cleaning out of the inside of the mains is a 
work in its nature troublesome, and in- 
volves expense and

The Change Is Practicable. 


“Your committee is of opinion based on 
the experience of other cities and the evi- 
dence fore them, that it ts reasonably 


) practicable for the parties and companies 


generating electricity in the city to keep 
their currents off both the water mains and 
off all structures other than thelr own and 
that they should be required to do so, and 
in no instance and under no circumstances 
should they be permitted to use the city’s 
‘mains or pipes to carry their currents. The 
danger in question is much greater to the 
public in case of the gas mains than it is 
with the water mains, Instances have oc- 
curred in some of the larger cities, notably 
in Boston, where leaks were formally de- 
veloped from electrolysis in gas mains 
and dangerous explosions occurred in the 
sewers and conduits under ‘the streets. as 
well as sometimes in the cellars and houses 
of the people, caused by gas being allowed 
to escape through leaks produced in the 
gas pipes by electric action. 

‘There are several methods by which the 
currents can be controlled and kept off 
the structures for which they were not in- 
tended, but human ecience has not yet de- 
termined which method ts best. 

“Your committee are of opinion that the 
duty and responsibility do not legally or 
rightfully belong to the city to determine 
which method or “wnat method is the cor- 


rect one and the best one, nor should the, 


city be at any expense touching the same. 
The pub‘ic are entitled to the undiminish- 
ed and free use of the streets, and when a 
company engages, even though with per- 
mission of the city, in a business which In- 
volves the using of a subtie and dangerous 
element, especially one so subtle and dan- 
gerous as electricity, it is the duty of that 
company to take care of its currents and 
to keep such currents confined to their 
own works and prevent them from doing 
injury to the public or to the .property or 
persons of other people.”
